.yiir<eo  Indians,  and  the  CPR 

In  1884  lie  moved  to  IniiiNtail, 
wlierc  tie  practiced  for  seventeen 
years  and  than  movad  to  Rod  Deer 
in  1907. 

During  the  Oreat  War  he  was

KMPUUE  DKFENCB 


President  Hoover  of  the  United  States  has 
made  certain  proposals  for  naval  disarmament 
and  on  the  basis  of  these  a  declaration  has  been 
IMiUnteil  to  the  British  Parliament  by  the 

Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs.  It  goes 
without  saying  that,  as  In  all  previous  agree- 
ments and  declarations  about  naval  disarma- 
ment. Britain  is  to  be  the  heaviest  loser  in  a 
proportionate  sense,  and  particularly  in  relation 
to  her  ccMnmitments.  What  Britain  would  lose 
under  the  latest  disarmament  proposals  Is 
summarized  for  the  benefit  of  the  British 
people. 

The  total  of  war.shlps  which  Britain  would 
hatt  to  dispose  of  would  be  365,846  tons.  It  is 
ealevlated  that  the  reduction  of  personnel  In 
the  British  Navy  would  be  about  31,000  officers 
and  men— that  is  from  91,410  to  60,000.  Under 
the  proposal  large  emlaers  of  the  eight-inch 
gun  typo  of  a  total  tonnage  of  150,000  would  be 
allotted  to  the  British  Navy.  Smaller  cruisers 
would  be  reduced  In  number  froia  thlrty-ftve  to 
twenty  four.  The  amount  of  Brttiltfi  cruiser 
tonnage  to  be  scrapped  would  be  180,021.  Of 
alniraft  t<mnage,  14,100  tons  would  be  scrapped. 

De.stroyer  tonnage  allotted  to  Britain  woulfl  be 
reduced  from  150,000  to  122,500  tons.  This  would 
of  only  ninety  destroyers.  Hie  submarine 
ige  to  bo  scrapped  would  be  25,904. 
What  no  power  seems  able  to  talce  into  con- 
sideration In  discussing  what  should  be  done 
with  the  British  Navy  is  that  any  reductions  in 
sea  strength  requisite  to  safeguard  the  Empire 
Invblre  far  greater  sacrifice  of  sea  power  thaA 
in  the  case  of  other  nations.  President  Hoover 
somewhat  cavalierly  bases  his  proposals  on  the 
one  rtnple  principle  as  regards  men  of  war, 
namely,  that  further  redUCtton  should  be  made 
In  the  size  of  ships  and  not  in  the  number  of 
vessels.  The  Navy,  organ  of  the  British  Navy 
League,  points  out  that  he  omits  to  take  into 
eoasideration  that  reduction  in  the  Individual 
slw  of  ships  without  a  corresponding  increase 
In  their  numbers  will  necessarily  involve  a  heavy 
loss  of  tonnage  over  and  above  the  enormous 
reductions  which  have  already  taken  place,  in 
the  face  of  these  reductions  it  must  be  recalled, 
in  emphasizing  the  British  standpoint,  that 
while  Britain  has  been  systematically  reducing, 
other  nations  have  greatly  Increased  their  total 
tonnage  of  effective  vessels. 

The  Hopver  proposals  appear  especially 
directed  at  reducing  ttie  Strength  of  the  British 
Navy,  In  any  case  Uie  specific  reductions  in 
that  particular  are  set  forth.  On  the  other  iiand, 
those  same  proposals  stipulate  that,  for  their 
purpose.  "French  and  Italian  cruiser  strength  l.-i 
to  be  calculated  as  though  those  two  Powers 
had  adhered  to  the  Treaty  of  London."  The 
trouble  Is  that  in  the  Treaty  of  London  there 
are  no  figures  of  allotted  tonnage  for  these  two 
nations.  The  flguree  deal  with  Great  Britain. 
Japan  and  the  United  States,  It  Is  bring  a.sked 
with  logic:  How  can  It  be  possible  to  calculate 
one-third  or  one-fourth  reductions  of  tomiafe 
when  there  are  no  figures  in  the  treaty  from 
which  such  proportionate  reductions  can  be 
taken? 

The  Hoover  proposals  would  effect  large  re- 
ductions In  the  British  Navy,  and  little  else- 
where. The  fact  standing  out  as  vital  in  the 
matter  of  Empire  defence  at  the  present  time 
is  that  the  numbers  of  cruisers  and  destroyers 
In  tha,aritlsh  Navy  are  inadeqimte.  The  BrRtsh 
war.<;hlp  con.strtietlon  programme  has  been  Ul- 
duly  cut  down  and  delayed,  and.  In  the  mean- 
time, thero  have  been  large  Increases  in  cndaing 
VP.S.SP1.S  and  submarines  by  .several  other  navies. 
Britain  has  altogether  overdone  the  policy  of 
paelflsiB  in  makhig  gesturee  to  the  world  by 
disarming.  The  world  ha.s  been  wholly  un- 
ImpriWeil.  and  several  Powers  have  gone  on 
Ihtir^  taklnt  ndvMtafe  of  what  Britftin  has 

done  by  relatively  increasing  their  sea  power 
All  nations,  in  a^^tcch  and  document,  seem  to 
odvoeAle  reduetlona  Britain  is  the  only  Power 

that  has  done  anythinK  taiiKible.  with  the  ex- 
ceptkm.  irt.ftWHftMgr,.  jrhteh  waa  forced  to, such 
A  Oii^tlranHnr^  tteatjr  of  VersalUee. 


It  is  full  time  that  BriUin  tihuuid 
policy  of  b«lng  harself  th*  arbiter  of 
pire's  safety,  welfare  and  security.  Her 
judgment,  based*  on  centuries  of  experteno^  Is 
adequate  In  deciding  the  character  of  the  navy 
which  la  requisite  lor  Imperial  defenat. 


The  clamor  for  wider  and  wider  edueatkmal 

far  lilt  les  is  usually  carried  on  wlthoirt  due  stress 
bfiog  laid  on  what  education  means.  The  money 
spent  on  oducatlon  doee  not  bring  adequate 

results,  and  will  not  unlcs.s  and   unlll  tlu-ic  is 

a  more  widespread  realization  among  the  public 
tiat  true  learning  Invohree  what  the  Vice  Chan- 
cellor of  Oxford  University  calls,  "a  severe  intel- 
lectual discipline — an  enduring  hardness  and  a 
cheerful  acceptance  of  arduous  work."  That  Is 
\^ :  ,i!  tui.s  ii.  he  taught  to  those  who  would 
jseuelit  most  from  education  if  the  resuits  of  a 
grourlng  volume  of  expenditure  are  to  be  Justi- 
fied. The  doctrine  of  educational  advantages 
has  been  ably  portrayed  by  Dr.  F.  Homes  Dudden 
whom  we  have  just  quoted,  when  he  says: 

"There  Is  one  thing  about  work  which  is 
eminently  satisfactory.  Good  work  almost  in- 
variably does  tell  In  the  long  run.  It  is  true  that 
It  does  not  always  tell  at  school.  Some  natures 
mature  slowly;,  and  many  men  and  women  who 
have  won  name  and  fame  in  later  life  were  quite 
unsuccessful  in  their  schooldays.  Yet  to  thoee 
who  really  mean  good  work,  and  do  good  work, 
the  reward  does  come — if  not  at  once,  at  least 
eventually.  It  comes  in  the  form  of  a  well- 
furnished  mind,  of  a  quick  sensibility,  of  an 
Imagination,  filled  with  images  of  pleasant 
things,  of  a  fine  and  elevated  character.  And 
such  possessions  are  worth  having.  They  are 
Imperishable  goods,  which  can  be  counted  on  to 
minister  perennial  supplies  of  quiet  happiness, 
even  though  every  other  foureo  of  gratification 
may  have  failed  us."

trine. So  effective  has  the  preach- 
ing and  the  reasoning  xt  Mr. 
Thomas  been  that  it  is  reported 
that  he  has  socceedett  in  convincing 
the  Irish  delegates  of  the  error  of 
their  political  ways,  and  It  would  be 
a  brilliant  feather  In  his  cap  if  he 
should  suBoesi  tai  hvtav  the  er- 
raticBl  and  fanatical  de  VSiera  back 
into  the  Imi^erial  fold.

Sir  l-Yank  Dy.son,  K  Bfe. 
F.R.S.,  Astronomer  Royal  of 
BritaUi,  who  is  to  lecture  at  the  Me- 
morial Hall  tomorrow  night  at  8:30 
o'clook.  under  the  auspices  of  the 
National  Council  of  Bduoation,  had 
a  brilUant  scholastie  career  before 
he  entered  upon  his  more  brlUlBBt 
career  as  an  astronon^er. 

Bom  at  Measham,  England,  he 
was  taken  by  his  father  to  Halifax. 
Yorkshire,  when  he  was  ten  years 
old,  and  attended  grammar  school 
there  and  in  Bradford.  In  1888, 
when  he  was  eighteen,  he  went  to 
Cambridge  with  a  scholarship  at 
Trinity  Cdliege,  and  three  yean 
later  was  second  wrangler  In  the 
Mathematical  Tripos.  In  1891  he 
.secured  the  coveted  Smith's  prize, 
and  the  following  year  became  a 
Fellow  of  Trinity  College  and  an 
"Isaac  Newton"  .s'uri'  nt 

GREENWICH  1894 

At  this  time  he  was  already  doing 
theoretical  work  in  a.stronomv.  and 
in  1894  was  appointed  chief  a.ssiit- 
ant  at  Greenwich. 

It  will  interest  many  to  know  that 
it  was  not  until  1902  that  ttie  longi- 
tude of  Paris  was  definitely  deter- 
mined, the  achievement  being  the 
result  of  work  done  by  Sir  Frank  in 
conjunction  with  Mr.  Hollis. 

Not  many  astronomers  have  made 
greater  efforts  to  study  solar 
eclipses.  In  1900  he  went  to  Port- 
ugal to  m.Tke  eclipse  ob.rervations,  in 
1901  to  .Sumatra,  and  in  1905  to 
Sfnx  in  North  Africa.  The  results 
of  these  r.xpeditkms  were  pobUshed 
in  1900.  * 

•OUT  far  DATV* 

In  1905  he  was  appointed  A.stron- 
omer  Royal  for  Scotland,  and 
brought  out  Important  publications, 
one  of  which  be  recently  tritely 
criticised  as  S«rr  auMh  eat  of 
date." 

The  plum  of  astronomical  appoint- 
ments came  his  way  in  1910  with  ills 
ai^jMrintment  as  Astronomer  Royal 
in    succession    to    Sir  William 

Christie.   But  while  the  appoint- 

iiirnt  is  a  great  honor,  the  office 
can  also  gain  lustre  from  those  who 
hold  it  This  ha.",  been  the  c;i.se 
since  the  present  incumbent  as- 
sumed the  role.  Never  in  the  his- 
tory of  Greenwich  has  such  con- 
sistently fine  work  been  done,  such 
delightful  relations  established  be- 
tween the  members  of  the  staff,  or 
such  limumerable  research  activities 
carried  out  as  under  Sir  Frank's 
regime.

In  recent  years  much  attention 
has  been  given  by  Greenwich  to  the 
determination  of  stellar  tempera- 
tures by  compari.son  with  ferre.strial 
temperature.s.  Another  work  of  the 
Greenwich  Observatory  Is  the  dis- 
tribution of  time  TTiLs  has  been 
developed  since  thf  Introduction  of 
wireless  by  signals  from  the  BrilLsh 
Broadcasting  Company,  and  by  sig- 
nals twice  a  day  from  Rugby,  which 
can  be  received  til  ever  the  world 
aad  give  time  ta  navigators  afid 
surveyors. 

Sir  Frank  Dy.son  received  the  hon- 
or of  knighthood  In  1915,  and  was 
created  K  n.F.  in  1926  He  has  re- 
ceived honorary  de?ree.'=  from  a 
number  of  universitie-s;  has  been 
awarded  the  Royal  Medal  of  the 
noynl  .S(i(  ir1\.  the  gold  medal  of  the 
Royal  Astronomical  Society,  and  the 
Bruce  medal  of  the  Astronenloal 
Society  of  the  Paetfio. 

As  president  of  the  IntemattdBal 
Astronomical  Union  <eleel 
den  last  yean,  he  will  take  the  eliai 
at  the  forthcoming  meetjng  of  the 
same  society  at  Cambridge.  Massa- 
chuaets.

and  check  the  ever-growing  menace 
of  dust  storms  and  hail;  provide 
shelter  from  the  scorching  rays  of 
Sim  in  summer  end  Uie  Iqr  Usstai  of 
winter;  prevent  cyclones,  damsglng 
floods,  erosion  and  loss  of  fertility

He  is  now  an  oUerly  man— cer- 
tainly over  three  aeeve— yet  it  is 
only  two  or  three  years  ago  sinoe 
he  seemed  to  carry  everything  be- 
fore him  at  the  provincial  matches. 
In  the  old  dnv.s  when  the  late  Major 
Ma.^on  and  my.oelf  were  artlve  rifle- 
men, and  we  rould  gather  around 
us  four  or  five  Mitchells,  with  Cap- 
tain Albert  Pain.  Captain  James 
Adams,  the  late  Oeorge  Murison. 
Joseph  Mason,  some  of  the  Or-

The  driving  f orw  of  this  forward 
movement,  scoot lUmg  to  Tht  In- 
ternational Review  of  Missions,  is  a 
passion  for  mlssiooi  In  the  heart  of 
the  present  Pope.  Plus  XI.  whose 
ten  years' ponLiflcate  coincides  with 
the  decade  under  review.  Without 
doubt  historians  will  write  the 
present  nccnpant  of  the  Vatican  as 
the  II  I  ^  I;  iiy  Pope  of  rei-ont  cen- 
turies Ml  ichlevemenl  in  obtain- 
tef  a  < '  ii'  ordat  with  the  Italian 
Oovenunent  and  Independence  of 
the  Vat^aa  as  a  aovereign  itale  is 
matohed  1^  the  statesmanlike  seal 
with  i^doh  he  pushes  the  papal 
propaganda  throuchout  the  whole 
world.  The  immense  sum  of  $87,- 
900,000,  which  was  paid  at  the  time 
of  the  settlement  in  1929  by  the 
Italian  state  to  the  Holy  See,  was 
largely  devoted  to  mLsslons.  Fur- 
ther special  funds  were  subscribed 
for  missions  In  the  same  year  to 
commemorate  the  fiftieth  anni- 
versary of  the  ordination  as  priest 
of  the  ardent  evancellit. 

As  Indicating  the  Holy  Father's 
Interest,  five  of  his  encyclical  let- 
ters refer  directly  or  indirectly  to 
missionary  work.  In  the  letter, 
Rerum  Ectic.siH(  .  Lsoued  in  1926,  he 
stressed  the  trainln;;  of  a  native 
clertv  ui'ii  an  urgency  which  hl.s 
papal  prerogative  as  Vicar  of  Christ 
constituted  a  command. 

Then,  in  1825.  the  Vatloaa  gar- 
dens were  opened  to  an  exhibition 
unparalleled  tn  magnlltoenee  and 
effectlveaeM  that  illustrated  the 
whole  irork  of  the  ehureh  overseaa. 
In  pageant  and  picture,  by  manifold 
exhibits,  lecture.s  and  (demonstra- 
tions the  whole  world  was  brought 
Into  the  very  heart  of  the  church  In 
a  most  impre,s,sive  manner.  All 
lands  rested  for  a  tune  under  the 
shadow  of  St.  Peter's  Cathedral.  It 
was  held  during  the  sacred  year, 
which  always  brings  a  multitude 
of  ptople  from  many  nations  tr} 
aeati,  la  that  the  attentkm  of 
thowndi  waa  thus  directed  in  a 
strlldng  way  to  the  missionary  work 
of  the  church.  Much  of  the  ma- 
terial gathered  for  the  exhibition 
has  been  preserved  in  a  permanent 
Btf^lonary  museum  in  Rome. 
IRISH  PRIESTS  LEAD 

Three  missionary  associations, 
which  were  especially  commended 
In  the  enrycllral  Rerum  Ecclcsiae, 
have,  as  a  natural  .sequence,  won 
Increasing  support  during  the  dec- 
ade.  They   are:  The  Society 


the  Propagation  of  the  Faith,  which 
was  founded  u.s  n  trench  .vjciety  in 
182'2,  but  Ls  now  controlled  by  a 
general  ( onncll  in  Rome.  Much  of 
the  missionary  generosity  in 
America  flows  through  this  channel. 
The  society  of  the  Holy  Childhood 
appeals  to  Roman  Oathohc  chil- 
dren throughoot  the  world  to  pro- 
vide for  the  edooatkm  ef  onhans 
and  other' needy  children,  which 
continues  to  be  so  marked  a  feature 
of  the  work  of  this  communion  In 
all  land.s 

Another  .society  dear  to  the  heart 
of  the  Pope  Ls  the  Cl^gy  Misslcm- 
Union-Unlo  Cleri— of  which 
every  priest  Is  expected  to  be  a 
member,  and  make  it  his  duty  to 
arrange  regularly  in  his  parish  for 
missionary  sermons  and  instniction 
and  for  the  obiervanoe  of  the  an- 
nual day  ef  prayer  f  er  missions  in 
October.

cent  of  her  3.277  diocesan  and  regu 
lar  priests  being  nwinlWII   Of  the

GRAPHIC  STORIES  TOM) 
Missionary  expansion  is  taking 
place  In  every  direction.  A  mission- 
ary press  bureau  was  started  in 
Rome  in  1928  to  feed  the  news- 
papers of  the  world  with  graphic 
stories  of  the  triumphs  of  the  faith. 
StodeniB  are  being  enlisted  in  dif- 
ferent countries,  particularly  in 
America.  ESigland.  France,  Ger- 
many and  Belgium,  .somewhat  after 
the  manner  of  the  Student  Volun- 
teer Movement  of  the  Protestant 
bodies  of  the  end  of  last  century. 

The  ix)wer  of  prayer  is  evoked 
from  those  who  can  do  little  else 
but  pray.  Last  Christmas  a  union 
was  formed  to  encourage  alck  peo- 
ple, who,  unable,  to  be  mission- 
aries theoaielvei.  are  prepared  to 
Intercede  for  mlmloni.  Members  of 
the  monasteries  of  contemplation, 
.such  as  Trappists  and  Carmelites, 
are  being  linked  with  missionary 
territories  as  objects  of  constant 
prayer  Within  a  few  months  of 
its  organization  last  year  150  ter- 
ritories had  been  adopted  by  these 
religious  communities. 

The  Roman  Catholic  Church  has 
begim  to  use  the  doctor  m  'i  tnls- 
sloaary.  Up  to  about  fifteen  years 
ago  medical  missloos  had  been 
gty«n  little  place,  the  mLvsionaries 
amiost  alwa^  being  priests,  lay 
brothers  of  religious  orders  or  nuns, 
among  \Chose  ranks  qualined  medi- 
cal m^n  and  women  were  rare.  But 
medical  laymen  and  women  are  now 
begiantng  to  find  a  missionary 
vocation  and  hospitals  are  being 
opened,  as,  for  example,  one  in 
Tokk>  at  the  close  of  1991.. 

The  moit  Biarked  feature  of 
Roman  Oatbelle  work  during  the 
decade  has  been  the  attention  given 
to  training  native  clergy,  states  The 
International  Missionary  Review,  in 
accordance  with  the  Pope's  firmly 
expressed  instructions  In  the  Rerum 
Ecclesiae  Though  the  training  for 
the  priesthood  is  arduous  and  long, 
taking  from  ten  to  twenty  years, 
and  demands  celibacy,  laige  num- 
bers of  native  Christian  youth  In 
China.  Japan.  Korea.  India,  all 
parts  of  Afrtca,  in  Latin  America 
and  the  islands  of  the  Pacific,  are 
entering  the  new  .seminaries,  which 
are  being  established  bv  the  old 
orders  and  by  new  native  orders, 
and  a  steady  stream  of  workers  of 
all  races  and  tongues  ts  flowing  out. 
Indigenous  bishops  are  being  ap- 
pointed. China  taking  the  lead  in 
this.  The  policy  of  the  Vatican  is 
to  Identify  the  church  with  the  life 
for  of  the  people.

The  most  absorbing  thing  we  saw 
whilst  on  Beacon  BUl  for  nearly 
four  hours  was  not  the  pyrotechnics 
in  the  sky.  but  the  Union  Jack 
fluttering  in  the  midnight  breeze  at 
the  top  of  the  flagpole  on  the  sum- 
mit of  Beacon  Hill.

The  "Red.  White  and  Blue" 
stands  for  Uherty,  Justice  and  free- 
dom. ICen  have  *'gone  forward" 
under  its  Inspiration  and  won  out. 
Brave  hands  have  raised  It  above 
the  eternal  regions  of  ire  and  snow 
in  the  Arctic  and  Antarctic.  Wher- 
ever it  has  been  planted  it  has 
made  for  the  betterment  of  man- 
kind. 

The  Union  Jack  symboUces  the 
glory  of  the  British  Entire  and  ll 
respected  all  the  world  over. 

May  It  wave  for  another  thouiand 
yearal 

But,  like  every  good  worker,  it

It  was  a  .severe  blow  w  hen  the  Aga 
Khan,  formerly  a  princely  patron  (rf 
horse  racing  over  here,  removed  all 
hia  best  horses  to  England  and  sold 
the.  rest 

Captain  Jefferson  D  Cohn,  one  of 
the  wealthiest  of  English  owners, 
who,  .since  the  Armstice,  has  been  a 
generous  .supporter  of  the  turf  in 
France,  ha.s  .sold  all  his  horses.  The 
Belgian  millionaire,  M.  Jacques  Wit- 
touck,  has  also  aboodqned  racing  in 
France. 

Followers  of  tlM  sport  estimate 
that  by  next  Spring  there  wUl  be 
1,000  fewer  thoroughbred  ^prses  In 
training.  Small  stable.s  have  the 
utmost  difficulty  in  paying  their 
way.  Many  of  the  .selling  plate 
cla.ss  will  probably  end  this  flat  sea- 
son in  the  butchers'  shops. 

Racing  Is  declared  to  be  the  Koari 
most  severely  hit  by  the  depression, 
which  Is  now  lilttlng  Prance  with 
full  foroe.  but  there  is  something  in 
the  argument  that  the  prizes  are  not 
large  enough.  Certainly  the  Aga 
Khan  Is  attracted  by  the  big  plates 
which  prevail  in  England,  and  so  is

Itie  roofing  is  partly  of 
dat^With  a  large  percentage  of 
eoftpsr,  which  latter,  in  the  rase  of 
the  thirty-one  •xternal  domes,  has 
weathered  to  a  tran.slucent  shade  of 
green  Apart  from  the  administra- 
tive ofllvea,  these  buildings  are  of 
groat  Interest  as  holding  the  Pro- 
vincial Archives  and  Ubrary,  where 
It  is  possible  to  exanUae  onany  fine 
wMaa  of  the  early  Provincial  hi.s- 
!S*  *"  exceptionally 

equipped  museum,  with  speci- 
mens of  British  Columbia  birds, 
animals,  insects  and  Indian  ftltf 
an  tompletcly  tabulated.

Within  less  than  forty  miles  of 
the  city,  oo  the  Island  Highway,

Prldeau  walked  acroaa  the  poop,  muttering 
to  himself.  Then  ha  turned  abruptly  and 
shouted  to  the  mate: 

"lliatar,  it's  no  use  hoping  for  luck— I  can 
.smell  weather!  Get  her  .shortened  down  to 
the  upper  top§ail5.  reel  the  loresall  and  ta)(e 
the  malnsft"  oM  her.  All  hands.  And  give 
the  men  anothef  drink!"

Used  Willow-Bark  Nets 

( C  A  LL  day  long  he  would  sit  there,  mak-

far  up  the  river  to  a  place  he  knew  about, 
and  there  he  woald  eateh  BMr«  lleh  tiam  he 
cculd  carry."

Tow-kau-ahl  used  to 
throw  Ma  net  oat  ia  the  river,  and  then' he 
would  throw  stones  &n  far  up  the  river  as 
he  could,  to  frighten  all  the  fish  into  hu  net, 
then  quickly  he  would  draw  the  hole  shut  with 
r  line  fa.stoned  to  it.  pull  In  the  net  and  Uke 
out  his  big  fish.  Back  to  hla  litUe  house  made 
Ol  ruehee  he  would  take  them,  and  there  he 
would  smoke  and  dry  them  fo^  the  Winter. 

"Now.  as  I  told  yoM.  this  man  did  not  like 
any  other  person  to  catch  the  fish,  and  if  he 
found  other  men  had  been  fMhlng  in  ills 
river,  my.  he  was  mad  I  He  wanted  to  have 
all  the  fiah  fcr  himself,  so  that  he  could  trade' 
liiem  to  the  Other  Xndlana  for  tiiankefe.  eletbai 
and  food. 

"When  Tow-kau-ahl  was  very,  very  old  his 
sister  died,  aad  then  he  and  hii  btothm  want

Ol  the  Mldlaad  Bank,  the  laigeat 


bank  m  tiie  British  Empire  and  the  second 
digest  ia  the  ■nglish-epeaking  world.  Ua« 
.suns  and  unheard  by  the  public,  Mr.  M'Ken- 
na  works  beiiixul  closed  doors  and  is  al«' 
moot  ae  expert  aa  MMotagu  Merman  ta  dodg- 
ing newspapermen  and  keeping  hLs  movements 
out  of  the  papers.  Yet  this  physically  small 
man  haa  a  Mg  voMa  and  whea  he  bai«a  his 
fist  down  oa  the  deek  he  meane  the  Botaa  to 
be  heard! 

Meglaald  bTKeana  le  many  things  besides 

being  a  banker.  In  1885  he  came  out  from  the 
fU-st  handful  as  a  mathematical  scholar  at 
Cambridge.  In  1W7  be  lowed  for  his  univer- 
sity In  the  Oxford  and  Oambrldge  boat  race, 
and  later  in  the  same  year  he  was  called  to 
the  bar.  Like  many  barristers  he  took  up 
polities,  and  In  1895  he  beeaoM'a  aMaidber  ol 
the  Bouse  of  Commons. 
•  After  ten  years  as  an  ortlwdox  Uberal 
party  man.  Reginald  lifKenna'a  eMM^  had 
got  him  to  the  British  Treasury  as  financial 
sberetary.  and  from  there  he  passed  in  turn 
to  the  Board  of  Ttade^  the  AdadimHp  aad 
the  Home  OfTlce.  In  the  first  coalition  min- 
istry In  1915  he  was  xa/itit  Cliancellor  of  the 
SMhequer  'm  whteh  oapadty  he  had  to  Und 
the  money  to  carry  on  the  war.  He  Intro- 
duced the  celebrated  and  hlgiUy-contentioue 
"M'Xenna  dutlee"  ea  motor  ears,  doehe  aad 
musical  Instrunirnts,  which  are  still  In  force; 
abo  war  savings  certificates,  the  unpopular 
amuaemoit  tax  and  taaee  oa  railway  ttekeU 
and  matches.  He  went  out  of  ofllce  and  poli- 
tics with  Lord  Asquith  In  1916.  and  in  1919 
he  took  over  the  direction  of  the  Midland 
Bank 

Of  all  thtf  chairmen  of  Britain's  great  banks. 
Mr.  IfKenna  can  be  relied  upon  to  deliver 
Ute  most  provocative  speech  when  he  addreeeia 
the  ahareholders  of  the  Midland  Bank  once  a 
year.  In  these  utterances  he  delights  in 
taunting  the  "Old  Lady  d'  Thraadaeadla 
street"  (Bank  of  England),  and  with  almost 
schoolboy  exuberance  he  awaits  the  eflect  of 
his  words  on  Motttagaa  Herman,  sir  Joehlah 

stamp,  J.  M  Keynes  and  other  financial 
celebrities.  He  has  certainly  brought  to  bank- 
ing a  freahnees  of  outlook  that  haa  eaaeed  Ma 
views  to  be  of  .special  ptjbllc  interest,  and 
what  he  says  usually  produces  wide  disctisslon.

ZikNls  seemed 
to  be  plentiful,  their  roars  sounded  from  all 
parts  of  the  compass,  eauitng  my  pack  don- 
keys to  start  plunging  about  with  fright,  and 
ending  in  our  having  to  hobble  them  fore  and 
aft.  We  stoked  up  the  fire,  as  the  movements 
of  the  lions  seemed  to  be  coming  right  Into 
camp.  My  Run-bearer  and  I  lay  near  the 
donkeys  ready  to  beat  oS  any  attack,  but  the 
lions,  however,  seemed  to  have  found  some 
eisicr  prey  than  the  donkeya. 

Thieving  Hyenas 

FEELING  annoyed  ovrr  the  night's  expe- 
rience, I  decided  to  make  an  early  start. 
I  therefore  sent  some  of  the  porters  to  bring 
back  the  hidden  Ivory.  We  had  Just  struck 
the  tent  when  we  heard  shouts  from  the 
forest  and,  thlnkiag  the  boys  were  being  at-

No  sooner  was  the 
brute  down  than  the  rest  started  tearing  the 
dead  body  to  pieces,  and  I  made  my  Shots  tell 
ss  I  gave  them  the  remainder  of  the  cart- 
ridges. Night  fell  with  the  suddennem  that 
it  does  In  Africa,  and  I  m>ent  the  time  until 
dawn,  when  the  beasts  sheared  off,  listening 
to  them  feeding  oB  tlidUr  dead,  cramped  in. 
one  position,  with  the  mosquitoes  from  the 
lake  thinking  it  was  a  sort  of  'free  for  all " 
feed,  and  apparently  not  wishing  to  share  the 
dogs'  meal,  fed  upon  me  until  I  was  tempted 
to  take  a  chance  with  the  latter  and  run 
for  It 

In  passing,  X  would  mention  that  the  sec* 

ond  batch  of  dogs  are  well-known  tr)  natural- 
ists, but  the  first  species  met  with  still  remain 
unknown  except  to  a  few  men  In  Africa. 

The  last  pack  were  reddish  in  color,  with 
patches  of  black  and  white,  the  nose  and 
muzxle  bUck,  buriiy  tails,  iMge  ears,  nMtfi 
white  patch  around  the  eyes,  and  had  long, 
agile  limbs.  In  size  they  were  three  times 
the  size  of  the  milwi  «f  tha  Unk  pa«k  we 
with. 


SEEING  LONDON

THE  Geological  Museum  in  Piccadilly, 
sometimee  known  to  harassed  touriste 
as  "the  museum  without  a  front  door," 
its  entrance  <in  Jermyn  Street)  being  so  very 
dUBcult  to  find,  is  being  moved  to  roomier 
premlse.s  next  door  to  the  Sdanoc  Museum  In 
South  Kensington. 

Ihe  move  will  take  nine  months  or  a  year, 
■liwe  more  than  300,000  precious  and  ex- 
tremely brittle  exhibits  have  to  be  transferred, 
as  well  as  many  large  show  pieces,  includhig 

the  Farnese  Hercules  (over  twelve  tons  of 
Portland  stone),  and  several  gigantic  stalag- 
mites and  colamns  of  British  marble. 

The  Oedogtoal  Museum  Is  one  of  tha  mys- 
teries of  Londan.  and  undoubtedly  its  loneli- 
est museum.  Onoe  upon  a  time  Its  galleries 
echoed  with  the  footsteps  of  Victorian  famlUee. 

Thi.s  was  in  the  era  of  the  Great  Exhibtlon 
(1851)  when  crystals,  housed  in  cotton-wool- 
lined  caMnete,  were  as  hnportant  a  part  of  the 
drawinR-rooin  furni-shuiK.s  as  the  musical  lK)X. 
•  ,  Today  even  the  attendants  smile  when  they 
look  Yound  thadeeerted  marble  halls  and  read 
the  notice:  "Not  more  than  six  people  arc 
allowed  to  stand  on  either  side  of  the  ujn>er 
or  lower  galleries  at  one  thne." 

It  is  an  event  if  more  than  sis  people  visit 
the  entire  museum  at  one  time. 

Nevertheless,  the  premises  have  grown  too 
small,  and,  incidentally,  such  a  valuable  piece 
o(  Crown  property  as  the  site  in  Piccadilly 
will  yield  a  much  higher  revenue  if  utilised 
for  other  purposes.  The  new  site  was  acquired 
out  of  the  profits  of  the  Great  Exhibition  and 
will  cost  neither  the  Treasury  nor  the  Uxpayer 
anything.  . 

Grouse  Season

n-ie  anaogl  rrvftmr  from  the  rents  of 
"shoote "  1ft  Seotland  alone  is  close  on  $10,- 
000,000.  A  "ihoot"  for  the  three  months*  social 
season  may  cost  anything  from  $1,000  to  $25,- 
000,  U\  addition  to  which  "beaters, "  "loaders" 
and  other  expenses  hsve  to  be  paid.  It  IM 
been  calculated  thai  ht.s  k-iouse  cosjts  a  mnrlo* 
man  as  much  as  $io  a  brace. 

The  "season"  is  Just  over  a  hMBdred  years 
old,  its  possibilities  having  been  dlsooversd  by 
a  aciOCsman,  Sir  John  Sinclair,  of  Ulbster.  who 
dUd  IB  tm.  Re  was  the  first  president  of  the 
Board  of  Agrlctdture,  Introdueod  the  word 
"atatl.<itlcs"  into  the  Bng1l.ith  language,  and 
tried,  and  failed,  to  Induce  nightingales  to  live

by  a  replica  of  the  erlghial  opening  programme

nudn  body  of  the  hall  and  a  fern-bedecked 

fountain  played  In  If.s  centre  Wagner  Is  be- 
ing given  on  Mondays,  Beethoven  on  Fridays, 
and  Bach  and  Brahms  on  alternative  Wednes- 
days, while  the  other  evenings  will  have  mis- 
cellaneous programmes,  includiiig  some  Brit- 
ish works. 

The  original  "promenades"  were  introduced 

in  London  ninety  years  ago.  In  1838  Philippe 
Musard  gave,  at  the  old  Lyceum,  a  series  of 
"promenade  concerts  a  la  Musard"  auch  as 
he  previously  had  made  popular  in  Paris,  and 
these  proved  so  attractive  that  various  rival 
serlee  were  arranged  until.  In  lOt,  there  were 
half  a  dozen  different  theatrea  advartialBg 
"proms"  all  over  London.

"I  wa.s  working  on  the  theory  that  a  colored 
gasoline  would  not  knock.    That  isn't  true, 
but  of  course  T  had  no  way  of  knowing  that 
at  the  time.    I  took  some  kerosene  to  the 
chemical  laboratory  and  told    the  man  in 
charge  of  the  chemicals  that  I  wanted  an  oil- 
soluble  dya. 
"  "What  do  you  want  to  color?'  he  a.sked.

Chancery  Lane 

THE  buildings  In  the  London  thorough- 
fare known  as  Chancery  Lsme  iiave  long 
been  largely  occupied  by  solicitors,  law- 
.statioiirrs.  book.^eller.s  and  Other  per.sons  con- 
nected with  the  legal  profession,  who  have  es- 
taMlshed  themartvee  In  tha  street  owkig  to  its 
proximity  to  the  L,aw  Courts,  some  of  which 
have  been  held  in  the  vicinity  for  several 
centuries,  and  tha  four  great  Zans  of  Court, 
vis.- the  Inner  and  the  lllddla  Ibmple,  Oray'a 
Inn  and  Luiculn  Inn. 

The  history  of  the  street  can  be  traced  back 
to  the  middle  of  the  thirteoath  century,  when 
it  wa.s  known  a.s  New  Street,  and  Its  name 
was  clianged  to  its  present  one  atiout  a  hun- 
dred yeare  teter.  The  Uet  af  eeteMtlee  as- 
.sociated  with  it  l.s  a  lengthy  one,  including 
Cardinal  Wolsey,  who  hved  for  a  time  in  a 
maaelen  at  tha  Holbom  end  of  the  street; 
Sir  Nicholas  Hare,  who  undertook  the  defence 
of  that  great  ecclesiastical  statesman  hi  1530, 
and  adio  died  In  Chancery  Lane  eome  twenty- 
seven  years  later;  and  Lord  Strafford,  who 
was  bom  In  his  mat«aal  grandfather's  house 
there  to  vm. 

It  was  the  birthplace  of  Henry  Baker,  the 

son-in-law  Of  Daniel  Defoe,  and  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Oodaly  of  Arte;  Isaak  Wal- 
ton, the  author  of  "To  Compleat  Angler," 
was  living  above  hLs  habcrda.shery  .shop  at  the 
Strand  end  of  the  street,  when  he  ourried  the 
sister  of  Bishop  Ken;  and  nearby  JMob  TYm- 
son  had  his  famous  book -shop  at  the  sign  of 
"The  Judge's  Head,"  unUl  1007.  Jack  Rand- 
all, a  prlaefighter,  waa  the  proprietor  of  rrhe 
Hde-in-the-WaU"  Tavern  early  last  century, 
and  among  his  customers  were  Tom  Moore, 
who  frequented  the  hostelry  to  seova  matcri- 
ai.s  for  hLs  "Tom  Crlbb's  Manuel  to  Congrcm," 
and  William  HaaUtt,  the  essayist,  who  with- 
drew his  patronage  after  he  had  been  thrown 
oot  into  the  street  for  vanturlag  to  coaqilato 
about  a  ahop  which  had  boon  i«vod  to 


Was  Constant  Visitor 

WILLIAM  Oowpcr,  the  poet,  was  a  coostant 
visitor  at  the  hrmir  of  .Samuel  Rose,  in 
Chancery  Lane;  and  it  was  in  the  same  street 
ttiat  another  poet,  Samuel  Taylor  Coleridge, 
while  In  great  distress  over  his  debte  and  a 
disappointment  in  a  love  affair,  read  the  re- 
cruiting notice  of  the  Dragoons  and  deter- 
mined to  enlist  In  that  regiment,  which  he  did. 
but  he  wss  speedUy  traced  by  his  frlaads.  who 
purchassd  his  discharge.

occuple.s  the  ^Ite  of  the  fnwn  mansion  of 
Henry  Wrloihesley,  Earl  of  Southampton,  tha

JOHN  Scott,  afterwards  Lord  Chancellor  Ei- 
don,  lodged  In  Cursitor  Street  when  he  fust 
arrived  hi  London  with  his  wife,  with  wha4 
he  had  eloped  from  their  native  town  of  NeiN 
castle-on-Tyne;  and  In  tiie  same  street  was 
located  Bleman's  Bpongtog-Bouse,  which  fig- 
ures in  Disraeli's  novel.  "Henrietta  Temple,  ' 
and  hi  Thackeray's  stories  of  "Vanity  Fair, ' 
"The  irewoomee,"  and  "Hm  VtogtatoaB." 
Among  the  celebrities  who  were  detained  In 
Sloman's  for  debt  were  the  brilliant  Richard 
Brisnley  Shertdan  and  Madame.  Veetrla.  the 
actresji.  Tlie  latter  was  permitted  to  fulfil 
her  ihealrloal  engagemente  during  the  period 
of  her  detenttoB.  but  she  was  escorted  to  the

The  book  appeared  in  1919,  the  year 
after  tte  doae  of  the  Great  War.  in  it  the 
willai'  glfw  a  picture  of  a  man  who  loved 
children  and  dogs  and  horses,  and  had  room 
to  hia  big  heart  for  grown-up  friends,  and 
tender  love  for  his  mother  and  sisters. 

On  both  his  mother  and  father's  side  John 
McRae  was  of  Scottish  descent.  His  people 
came  out  to  1861,  and  were  among  the  pio- 
neers of  Bruce  Country,  in  Ontario.

David  McRae,  John's  father,  Uught  his  little 
son  to  know  and  love  the  trees,  the  flowers, 
the  birda  and  anlmala.  Before  he  was  old 
enough  to  go  to  school,  we  are  told,  the  child, 
wte  waa  tte  grandson  of  a  minister,  knew  tte 
Shorter  Oatechiam  by  heart;  all  his  life  te 
waa  anaaraaot  aad  dova«t  Ohrtotlaa.

AT  Sixteen-  the  country  boy  graduated  toto 
Toronto  University,  leaving  It  with  a 
medical  degree.  The  young  doctor  went  to

If  tho  pmloiis  crop 
has  been  an  exha'Lstni^  une,  raka  la  three 
to  four  ounces  of  fertilizer— gxumo,  bonemeal 
or  fsoana  farden  fartllbwr— per  square  yard.

Onions  are  parofactly  hardy  when  grown 
In  the  proper  way,  and  they  should  be  sown 
in  an  open  position.  The  drills  should  be  at 
least  nine  inches  apart,  while  the  seed  should 
only  Ughtly  be  covered  with  soU.  This  sowing 
is  rather  necessary,  because,  even  though  the

Parsley  for  Winter 

No  time  should  be  lost  in  sowing  parsley 
for  Winter.  Tha  bad  should  ba  oo  tha 

sunniest  and  best -protected  border  that  the 
garden  contains,  for  then  but  alight  protection 
win  auOoa  to  taaura  abimdaBtlsotMa.threagh 
the  worst  months  of  the  year,  from  a  compara- 
tively small  number  of  plants.  Good  ground 
Is  aa  naeaaMury  aa  poallkii.  but  tha  roots  dis- 
like fresh  manure,  so  that  the  sotl  which  has 
been  well  prepared  for  the  previous  crop  Is  the 
rli^  spot  for  sowing.  Tht  nest  point  is  to 
give  each  plant  plenty  of  room;  make  the  drills 
a  foot  apart,  and  thin  the  plants  to  six  inohoi 
la  these  rows. 

Yet  other  August  vmings  are  spinach  and 
lettuce.  The  former  should  be  sown  thinly 
drills,  drawn  a  foot  apart,  and  the  seedlings 
afterwards  thinned  to  about  six  inches  apart 
Less  than  that  distance  is  useless,  for,  if  the 
plants  are  crowded,  the  air  will  not  be  able 
to  reach  them  and  carry  away  the  moisture 
that  Is  sure  to  settle  on  them,  and  in  Winter 
they  are  more  liable  to  be  damaged  by  damp 
than  by  low  temperature. 

For  Winter  lettuce  successional  sowings  may 
be  made  on  well-drained,  slieltered  sites,  the 
seeds  being  sown  In  their  permaaant  poaltloaa, 
but  thinning  the  seedlings  first  to  five  or  six 
inches  apart,  and  in  early  Spring,  to  double 
that  dlstanee.  A  faw  batahaa  may  be  sown  for 
tran.splantlng  Into  cold  frames,  this  beinR 
carried  out  as  soon  as  the  youngsters  are 
Bletir  la  tht  asadkaf  staga. 


Bug  That  Preys  on  Bug 
in  the  Grain  Bin 

SHERLOCK  Holmes  wa.s  a  good  detective 
and  fairly  proficient  with  the  hypodermic 
aaadle.  but  his  exploits  were  rather  cnida 
compared  to  those  of  Habrocytas  cereallaa 
of  the  hymenopterous  superfomily  Chal- 
ddoMea,  family  Ptaramattaae.  BaekJng 
up  this  statement  la  a  scientific  bulletin  ju^t 
published  by  the  University  of  California  Press. 
Of  course,  Habrocytus  is  nothing  but  a  wasp* 
Uke  bug.  and  is  only  one-eighth  nf  an  Inch 
.  long,  but  It  belongs  to  the  group  of  most  in* 
teliigent  inaaeti,  la  whleh  an  laeludad  baaa. 
ants.  eto. 

Hm  talent  which  makes  Habrocytus  a  rival 
of  Sherlock  has  to  do  with  the  locating  of 
marauding  moths  in  stored  grain  The  An- 
loumols  grain  moth  lays  eggs  in  com  or 
wheat  grains.  The  developing  larva  Uvaa  la- 
tide  of  a  kernel  of  grain,  excavating  on  a 
large  scale  to  satisfy  its  appetite.  To  the 
casual  eye  the  outside  of  the  kernel  looks  as 
usual  until  the  larva  turns  into  a  moth  and 
oonas  out  like  a  chicken  coming  out  of  an 
egg.  If  theaa  moths  are  allowed  to  come  out. 
they  lay  more  eggs  and  aiora  grain  is  spoiled, 
nia  task  Is  to  find  the  moth  larvae  while  they 
are  in  the  grain  kernels  and  klU  them. 

It  is  la  this  work  that  Habrocytus  shows 
marked  proficiency.  Lead  it  up  to  a  pile  of 
wheat  In  which  one  kernel  hides  a  moth  larva 
and  the  fun  begins.  Using  its  antennae  as 
a  aafaera^ter  usaa  his  fingertips,  this  waspish 
dalective  goes  through  the  pile  and  unerringly 
picks  out  the  correct  kernel.  Then  it  drills 
a  hole  lato  tha  moth's  hidden  cave,  gives  the 
moth  larva  a  hypodermic  injection  which  par- 
alyses it,  and  then  lays  one  of  its  own  eggs 
m  the  spot.  lUla  ecK  devalops  into  larva  very 
rtMrtly  aad  cats  tha  moth  lanra. 


they  win  be  as  little  in  evidence  as  possible, 
and  Insert  them  at  least  two  Inches  away  from 
the  atams  in  order  to  avdd  spearing  the 
conns.  Two  ties  are  necessary  to  properly 
support  a  spike— the  first  one  Just  uaderaeath 
the  bottom  bud,  aad  thea  aaethar  about  thraa 
parts  up  the  spike  Tie  the  flower  stems 
firmly,  but  not  so  tightly  as  to  hinder  develop- 
maat. 

Whether  or  not  gladioli,  wlilch  are  grown 
Simply  for  garden  decoration  or  for  cutting, 
aheuM  be  fed  Is  a  debatable  point.  When 
pos.sible.  it  Ls  far  better  to  rely  upon  deep  and 
thorough  preparation  of  the  soil,  as  most 
stlmulatlat  fcrUliaers  have  a  deleterious  ef- 
fect on  the  corms.  Well-diluted  solutions  of 
animal  manure  or  dried  blood  are  quite  safe. 


Some  Hints  That  G>unt 

•  in  Cultivation  of 
Better  Gladioli 


Do  Not  Injure  Leaves 

Do  not  injure  the  leaves  when  cutting  the 
splkta.   Take  as  long  a  stem  aa  possible. 

but  bear  In  mind  that  at  lea.st  four  or  five 
leaves  must  be  left  uninjured,  to  help  build 
up  the  new  corm.  It  Is  a  good  plan  merely 
to  thrust  the  point  of  the  knife  diagonally 
through  the  stem  at  the  spot  where  it  Is  de- 
sired that  it  should  be  severed,  and  thea  snap 
It  off  with  the  fingers.  The  leaves  arc  thus 
not  damaged,  and  are  able  to  contribute  to  the 
development  of  the  corm  below. 

Spikes  intended  fqr  exhibition-  will  benefit 
greatly  by  shading  during  very  hot  or  inclem- 
ent weather.  For  this  purpose  the  moat  suit- 
able contrivance  is  a  long,  open-sided  box.  with 
one  end  missing,  and  in  dimen&luivs  a  little 
larger  than  the  fully-developed  flower  spike. 
It  should  be  fixed  to  a  stake  so  as  to  com- 
pletely cover  the  spike,  but  leave  the  opening 
flowers  fachig  the  free  side.  As  the  blossoms 
expand,  this  is  gradually  covered  with  a  piece 
of  muslin,  which  can  be  raised  a  little  each 
day.  and  fixed  hi  position  with  drawlaf  plas. 
In  this  way  it  Is  possible  to  keep  the  lowermost 
ftowers  in  good  condition  for  longer  than 
usual,  and  SO  awatt  the  developmaat  of  thoea

Lore  of  people  like  to  have  reees  but  find 
it  difficult  to  own  a  regular  rose  garden 
of  the  hybrid  teas  and  other  fine  roses, 
either  because  they  have  not  the  time  to  give 
such  a  planting  the  necessary  care  and  at- 
tention, or  because  they  are  near  the  sea  or 
otherwise  exposed  to  wind  and  find  their  roses 
subject  to  mildew  and  other  troubles.  To 
such  it  is  desirable  to  reoonuaead  tha  rufoea 
hybrids. 

While  Rosa  Rugosa  Is  an  Asiatic.  It  has 

natturallzed  itself  In  many  places  on  this  con- 
tinent.  In  the  "Bulletin  of  the  Arnold  Arbore- 
tum." the  following  appeared  la  a  reeeat 
Isaue:  "No  exotle  roee  has  made  tteelf  more 
at  home  than  rosa  rugosa.  From  the  Bay  of 
Pundy  to  Long  Island  Sound  it  is  found  grow- 
ing spontaneoualy  on  sandy  beaches  quite  as 
though  it  were  an  American  species.  Flr.st 
reported  growing  wild  in  1905,  it  is  known  from 
the  Blnbeth  Xslaad.  the  Pealkese  Xslaads. 
Yarmouth,  Nova  Scotia,  and  from  many  Inter- 
mediate points.  In  many  of  those  places  it  has 
simply  'jumped  the  fence*  from  a  aeaiby 
garden.  But  in  many  of  them,  as  on  the 
Qumet  at  Plymouth.  Mass.,  it  is  found  making 
Itsdf  tharoughly  at  home  la  IsoUted  saad  pita, 
far  from  any  garden." 

While  the  above  applies  to  the  species,  the 
hybrids,  of  which  there  are  many  now  in  cultl- 
vatkm,  are  Just  as  hardy  as  the  parent.  They 
are  rampant,  thrifty  growers,  subjects  that  are 
best  in  the  shrubbery  border  rather  than  the 
rose  garden.  It  eaa  be  tfWM  to  look  after 
itself  and  is  of  undSUMad  hTlHlUM,  dotag  well 
In  zero  countries. 

It  Is  a  rose  that  resists  disease.  Black  spot 

and  mildew  do  net  affect  it  and  when  the  bush 
becomes  too  large,  it  may  be  cut  back  to  any 
extent,  even  to  the  grouad.  when  It  win  make 
nice  new,  clean  growth.  It  blooms  all  Summer 
long  from  June  uatU  November  and  is  most 
uaaful  for  aaaslds  gardeas.  Thla  applies  to  all 
the  hybrids  that  tha  wrttar  haa  trM. 

Some  Good  Hybrids 

SOMS  of  the  best  of  theee  hybrids  are  the 
following.  P.  J.  Grootendorst  is  a  cresB 
between  Rugosa  and  Mme.  Norbert  Lava- 
vasseur.  The  flowers  arc  small,  very  double, 
and  with  notched  petals,  giving  the  effect  of 
a  small,  red  carnation.  They  are  fragrant  and 
are  borne  in  clusters  aU  tiux>ugh  the  Summer. 
Tha  foUage  la  dark  greea,  rapoee  aad  kattMry. 

Pink  Oroo'riidnr.st  is  a  pink  replica  of  the 
above  and  has  all  its  good  qualities.  Beth 
theaa  aiake  a  very  beautiful  hedge. 

Agaas  Is  a  croas  between  Rugosa  aad  Parslaa 

yellow.  It  was  produced  in  19M  by  Doctor 
Wm.  Sauaders  at  the  Experimental  Parm  at 
Ottawa,  aad  la.  therefore,  aa  iU-Ooaadlaa  rose. 
T|e  flowers  are  soft  prtamsa-yrilow  aad  aeml- 


GLADIOLI.  like  Other  plaats.  should  aoi 
be  allowed  to  suffer  from  lark  of  mols- 
htre  during  severe  droughts,  but  do  not  err  on 
ftie  side  of  generosity.  Oewwatirlag  Is  just 
u  harmful  in  its  effects  as  drooght,  and  until 
Qie  flower  spikes  begin  to  fona.  It  is  a  much 
lafer  plan  to  concentrate  upon  conservlag  the 
nolature  la  the  sou.  There  is  nothhig  so  ef- 
Seethe  la  this  way  as  regular  hoeing,  sthr 
ap  the  surface  soil  as  sooa  aa  tha  growlag 
Mints  of  the  plants  become  visible,  and  re- 
peat the  operation  at  least  once  a  week  , 
Ihrou^out  the  season. 

In  tha  evaat  of  dry  weather  after  the  spikes 
have  furiaed,  give  the  plaats  a  thorough  soak- 
ing, and  then  immediately  amkh  the  bad. 
Bun-warmed  water  from  a  tank  is  infinitely 
preferable  to  cold  tap  water,  which  reducea 
the  temperature  of  the  soil,  and  thus  reiiwa 
uaavea  developmeat  of  tha  flower  ^Mkaa. 

Staking  and  Feeding 

UNLBSS  growing  in  a  very  shslteni  ipai 
all  the  large-flowering  varieties  will  re- 
quire staking.  Strong,  slender  bamboo  canes 
make  ideal  supporta,  aad  have  the  addlucoal 
merit  ef  being  neat  and  unobtrusive  Place 
tha  eaaea  at  the  back  of  the  spikes,  so  that

Tht  foliage  is  similar  to  the  t.vpe,  that  is,  hard 
and  disease  resisting.  It  is  extremely  hardy, 
having  withstood  Whiters  la  Whmlpeg.  It 
was  awarded  the  Van  Fleet  medal  as  being 
the  most  distinctive  rose  produced  in  America. 
•Roseral  de  la  Hay  is  another  hybrid  with 
double  cherry  red  flowers  with  an  exquisite 
scent.  It  Is  a  continuous  bloomer  and,  while 
a  somewhat  rampant  grower,  is  very  desirable 
In  any  situatloa  where  thlg  elala  of  rose  eaa 
be  used. 

Mme^  George  Bruant  is  a  aemi-double  white. 
Mrs.  Aathoay  Warterv  la  a  profuse  btoemlag 
red  aad  Rosa  Kaasa  la  a  brtfit  double  red. 

"Hiere  are  a  number  of  other  hybrid  rugosa.s 
and  more  are  being  produced  every  year.  In 
fact,  a  aew  raee  of  body  reeei  la  eonUar  iBte 
being.

VyrHILE  these  hybrids  wUl  never  take  the 
W     place  of  the  aristocratic  hybrid  teas, 
they  are  roses  that  have  their  uses  m  situatloas 

where  other  roses  will  not  do  well  and  in  large 
plantations  where  color  is  desired  over  a  long 
period. 

There  la  a  hedge  In  Baanlch  composed  of 
a  mixture  of  these  roses  which  U  a  permanent 
eouree  of  joy  to  the  owner.  They  have  been 
planted  about  two  years  and  are  cut  back  hard 
every  Fsll,  with  the  result  that  they  have 
formed  a  very  beautiful  hedge,  which  is  always 
in  bloom  in  the  Summer.  These  rossa  are 
wonderful  for  cutthig  for  house 
particularly  the  OrottendoisU. 

Por  plaaUag  aear  the  sea,  where  the  salt 
spray  Is  apt  to  make  roee  growing  a  trial,  this 
class  of  rose  should  prove  to  be  the  most 
useful  waj  out  ef  the  dlltlcultjr. 

Drying  Herbs  to  Retain 
Strengii)  and  Flavor 
for  Winter  Use 

MOST  people  adopt  one  of  the  follow- 
hig  plans  for  drying  herbs.  Borne  gpread 
them  out  in  the  open  In  the  sun  to  dry; 
others  tie  them  in  bunches,  and  hang  them 
up;  while  a  few  even  adopt  tha  plaa  of  dry- 
ing them  in  the  oven. 

To  all  of  these  methods  there  Is  strong  ob- 
jectloa.  for  ah  lead  to  detertoraUen  of  the 

herb.  Spreading  out  In  the  sun  docs  certainly 
dry  them,  but  at  the  expense  of  their  strength 
aad  flavor,  aad  of  their  flae  color,  wMeh  toraa 
a  nasty  browny  shade.  Instead  of  the  lovely 
green  which  they  retain  if  properly  dried. 

To  tie  the  herbs  la  bunches  is  open  to 
cri'^Lsm.  becatuc,  wlub  newly  gathered,  there 
muu  be  sap  en  the  stems  and  leaves,  and, 


together  in  bunches,  there  will 
inevitably  be  a  certain  amount  of  fermenta- 
tion—quite enough  to  discolor  ths  leaves,  and 
to  deatrey  the  fine  properties  of  the  herb. 

When  herbs  are  dried  la  the  ovea  there  Is 
also  loss  of  color,  strength  and  flavor. 

The  best  way  to  do  the  work  is  to  spread 
the  hsrbe  iMaly.  keeping  each  variety  separaU. 
on  a  piece  of  old  thin  muslin  or  lace  curtain. 
Tills  must  be  placed  soms  tUstinrt  off  the 
troorik  and  stretehed  flat  beCwem  pegs  or 
other  supports  in  an  outhouse  or  room,  where 
there  will  be  a  current  of  alf  over  aad  under 
Me  herta.  tn  mkH  a  peeftloe  thy  wft  dry 
quickly,  and  wlU  be  found  to  have  retained 
their  fine  quail tas  and  good  color,  and  be

Herbs  must  be  psrfoetly  dry  before 
gathered  for  .storage     Thev  should  be  picked 
before  they  are  m  flower,  or  as  the

STRAWBERRY  be,i>  will  not  give  satis- 
factory results  for  more  than  three  years 
ea  a  hght  soU.  though  they  asay  be  kept 
a  year  longn  ,  retentive  land  if  careful  at- 
tention is  given  lo  weeding.  boHag  aad  feedii« 
the  plaata.  A  anall  auMUBt  of  fndt  wUl  be 
produced  thO  first  year  after  planting,  and 
this  WlU  be  the  finest  in  quality  and  the 
earUeet.  but  the  plants  do  not  come  into  full 
iirHiiisK  i.ir.i  second  season,  while  in  the 
third  aad  fourth  seasons  the  fruit  will  be  much 
amaOar.  oven  If  It  a  plentiful.  From  this  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  best  way  to  keep  up 
a  good  supply  of  fruit  from  year  to  year  Is  to 
discard  the  oldest  plants,  and  to  plant  a  cor- 
responding ntuiber  of  young  ones  every  seasoa. 

These  new  plants  should  be  given  fresh 
grouxul,  and.  as  they  are  to  remain  there  lor 
at  least  three  years,  the  bad  Beads  careful 
preparation,  for.  when  once  they  are  planted, 
11  is  dangerous  to  fork  or  dig  deep  among  them, 
and  weeds  must  be  kept  down  by  hoetaff  oaly. 
Any  deep-rooted  weediihoiiM  be  eattraly  eradi- 
cated beforehand. 

Location  of  Bed 

STRAWB£UiU£S  need  an  open,  sunny  posl- 
tlOB.  A  plot  With  a  sUght  slope  to  the 
south  is  ideal  for  them,  but  they  like  nioLslure 
for  the  roots  to  draw  on,  and  a  good  rich  loam, 
Which  does  not  sasUy  dry  out,  is  most  suitable. 
If  any  wood  athas  are  available,  it  will  be  bene- 
ficial to  scatter  them  on  the  surface,  and 
fofk  them  tn.  as  they  wlU  suMdy  potash,  which 
improves  the  quaUty  and  flavor  of  the  fruit. 

A  good  plan  is  to  plant  strawberries  to  follow 
early  potatoea.  This  win  Insure  the  piece  of 
ground  having  been  «cij  worited  and  '•i^^nM. 
and  win  need  little  further  preparation.  If 
any  other  site  is  chosen,  the  ground  must  be 
deeply  dug  and  manured  in  time  to  settle  and 
be  ready  for  planting  by  the  middle  of  August, 
so  that  the  yoimg  plants  are  established  by  the 
end  of  that  month.  Plants  put  out  hi  Sep- 
tember and  October  have  lc,s.s  chance  to  do 
this,  with  the  result  they  may  not  *be  well 
enough  provided  with  leote  to  wlthstaad  the 
Whiter.  But  plant.s  set  out  in  August  will 
stand  the  Winter  well,  and  be  ready  to  make 
new  top  growth  eaily  te  tho  year,  aad  bear 
a  certain  asMaat  ef  finilt  dttlat  the  flnt 

Summer. 


The  best  slock  Ls  secured  from  one- 
yeat-oM  parent  planu,  called  maidens,  which 
sbeuld  have  their  flewers  cut  off  to  preveat 

them  from  using  up  .strength  in  forming  fruit. 
Ihey  should  only  be  allowed  to  develop  three 
er  tour  ruaaers.  all  tha  waahsr  ease  beuig  cut 
off.  The  growing  point  of  the  runner  should 
be  plaohed  off  just  beyond  the  first  plantleW 
aad  the  crown  tteelf  pegged  down  with  a  wire 
or  wooden  peg.  The  rooting  period  takes  about 
a  month,  and  during  this  time  and  until  the 
rooted  runners  are  planted  out  they  need  very 
careful  watching,  as  it  is  iatportant  that  they 
should  never  be  allowed  to  beeate  dry  at  tha 
roots. 

Correct  planthig  wlU  make  a  great  deal  of 

dlffereiwe  la  giving  the  young  plants  a  good 
atart  m  their  new  quarters,  and  a  chance  to 
nwke  the  most  of  those  few  vital  weeks  of 
Autumn  before  root  activity  ceases,  nie  roots 
should  on  no  account  be  cramped  when  plant- 
ing, but  the  hole  must  be  wide  enoiwh  to  allow 
them  to  spread  naturally,  laterally  as  well  as 
downwards.  When  the  sou  has  been  made 
fhm.  and  planting  in  fialahed,  the  crowa 
should  be  Just  above  the  surface  of  the  soil, 
so  that  the  leaves  rest  naturally  tn  a  hori- 
aoatal  position.

THE  plants  should  be  well  watered  In.  and 
the  soil  afterwards  stirred  on  the  surface 


roota,  particul.arly  if  (he  Autumn  is  dry.  Two 
feet  between  the  rows  and  fifteen  to  eighteen 
ladies  from  crowa  to  erowa  amy  seem  a  large 
area  to  allow  them  when  young  and  small,  but 
it  WlU  be  found  to  be  none  too  much  when  they 
are  two  aad  three  years  old.  If  two  and  a 
half  feet  between  rows  caa  be  spared.  It  wUl 
be  all  the  better,  and  give  more  room  to  hoe 
aad  to  pick  the  berries  when  ripe  without 
risk  of  treadhig  on  the  plants. 

Strawberry  plants  should  not  be  planted  on 
the  site  of  the  old  bed,  because,  as  a  bed  ex- 
ists for  three  or  perhaps  four  years,  the  sell 
becomes  hard  and  impoverlahsd.  and  In  need 
of  deep  digging  and  manuring,  a  new  alto 
must,  therefore,  be  provided.  It  is  well  to  have 
several  beds  of  this  fruit,  so  that  one  can  be 
destroyed  annually  as  a  new  one  is  plan  led. 


Seasonal  Requirements  of 
Chrysanthemums  for 
for  Large  Blooms 

AT  thla  thha  of  Bummer  the  grower  of 
cbrysanthemimis  Is  faiced  with  details  of 
importance  which  have  a  great  bearing  on  the 
slae,  la  depth  as  weu  aa  breadth,  of  subsequent 
blooms.  It  is  agreed  that  In  respect  to  the 
Japanese  varieties  from  August  10  to  the  mid- 
dle of  the  month  is  a  suitable  period  for  the 
flower  buds  to  show,  and  that  time  is  thus 
given  for  their  developmeat;  but  in  the  case 
of  aoBM  varletleB,  they  win  be  ready  by  the 
time  these  notes  are  in  print,  and  the  question 
la  What  to  do.  There  should  be  ao  hesltaUon 
about  'takfait"  the  buds  aow.  niis  operaUon 
simply  means  the  removal  of  the  side  growths 
that  come  In  a  cluster  around  the  bloom  bud. 
Leave  the  fenaer  to  grew,  and  the  Utter  wlU 
aeon  be  smothered.  Remove  the  growths,  aad 
the  whole  of  the  plant'a  eaergy  goes  to  Mia- 
som  building. 

How  many,  or  rather,  how  few,  main  glMa 
to  each  plant  have  been  determined  ere  aow. 
If  one  ealy  has  bam  kept,  thea  the  grower 
is  weU  on  the  way  to  obtalnhig  gigaatle  blos- 
soms. The  producecs  of  eome  of  the  best 
Mwv  flowrn  any  have  a  pair  per  plant,  but 
la  audh  eases  an  earlier  start  is  made  with

GIVE  the  plants  ample  space  in  their  Sum- 
mer quarters.  fMg  li  a  detaU  of  BM- 
ment  And  the  .spot  itiauld  be  span  ftee  of 
trees,  and  the  rest.  Oould  we  kaow  the 
wealiMr  likely  to  be  ei^rteneed.  it  would  be 
easy  to  prepare  for  hot  spells;  la  say  eaai,  li 
is  advisabls  to  shade  at  thnes. 

tiM  aiatter  of  eeeuriag  the  phmu  from  wind 
need  not  be  labored;  each  grower  has  his 
methods.

r>  oeatrel  neck-rot  of  onions,  the  first 
requirement  is  the  adoption  of  cultural 
methods  that  will  insure  the  maturity  of  the 
bulbs  about  the  end  of  August.  Where  im« 
gation  Is  practised,  the  appUeaUca  of  water 
ahould  be  discontinued  in  sufficient  time  to 
enable  the  soil  to  dry  out  by  then.  The  onions 
should  be  harvested  as  ioott  aa  tiMf  gn  loiao 
and  readily  pulled.

tions. SevrrKl  parties  will  attend 
from  Canadiui  wnivti'.siliei,  and 
three  groups  Irom  Britain. 
WIDTH  or  SHADOW 
An  ecUi»c  occurs  when  the  moon 
in  pas-siiiK  the  sun  wholly  or  par- 
tially covers  It.  The  coming  ecUp&e, 
when  the  dl.sc  of  the  moon  will 
wholly  caver  ihu  sun,  will  in  Can- 
ada be  visible  In  most  ot  Quebec. 
The  shadow  thrown  by  tha  moon 
will,  at  a  |lT«n  instant,  be  about 
108  miles  aeross  for  its  targe  dia- 
meter and  nearly  fifty-four  miles 
for  the  smaller  one.  The  maximum 
duration  o:  totality  will  be  102  sec- 
onds, and  will  occur  at  the  centre  of 
the  shadow,  the  duration  les^ning 
towa:ds  the  edges.

The  course  of  the  .shadow  across 
the  surface  of  the  carih  v.iil  be  from 
the  magnetic  pole,  througii  Hudson 
Bay,  acrckss  the  province  of  Quebec, 
and  curving  ea.stward  through  the 
United  States  Uito  mkl-Atlantlc, 
where  It  will  disappear  at  sunset. 

Advantageous  points  in  Quebec 
from  which  to  view  the  eclipse,  are 
Sorel,  Drummondvllle,  St.  Hya- 
clnthe.

There  are  three  kinds  of  eclipses. 
Tin-  (li.iini  ' IT  of  the  sun  is  approx- 
mately  400  times  that  of  the  moon, 
hut  as  the  sun  \a  also  400  times 
farther  away  from  the  earth  than 
the  moon,  the  discs  of  the  aun  and 
the  moon  appear  to  be  nearly  the 
same  slae.  The  apparent  siae  of 
the  sun  and  the  moon  varies,  how- 
ever, on  account  of  the  oblong  shape 
of  the  path  of  the  earth  and  the 
moon.  Thtjus  '.ho  moon,  when  it  is 
I  loAP  t  )  U.S,  will  appear  larger  Llian 
the  sun,  and  when  it  Is  far  away, 
.smaller.  In  the  f.r.sl  case  there 
will  be  a  "total  eclipse"  when  the 
centre  of  the  moon  covers  the  cen- 
tre of  the  sun.  and  in  the  seomid 
esse  there  will  be  what  Is  termed 
sn  "annular  eclipse,"  a  small  ring 
of  the  sun  being  visible  around  the 
moon. 

A.S  the  moon,  on  account  of  'Its 
proximity,  does  not  appear  in  the 
same  place  of  the  sky  trom  different 
l)o5Ulons  on  the  earth,  which  la 
nearly  so  In  the  case  of  the  sun,  an 
ecl^Me  of  the  sun  will  only  be  visi- 
ble over  a  limited  area,  and  even 
there  always  with  variations  of  ex- 
tent and  duration. 

Aj5  the  sun  In  reality  Is  bigger  than 
the  moon,  the  full  .shadow  of  the 
latter  will  take  the  shape  of  a  cone, 
<if  which  the  tip  Just  reaches  the 
surface  of  the  earth,  and  in  the  case 
of  an  "annular  ecUpse,"  it  does'  not 
even  reach  the .  earth.  Only  the 
small  area  across  which  the  tip  of 
the  cone  sweeps  will  enjoy  a  total 
rclipse.  If  it  were  possible  to  re- 
gard the  phenomenon  from  the  oul- 
.side.  lor  Instance  from  the  moon, 
the  full  shadow  would  appear  a.s]  project, 
a  little  round  darlc  spot,  which  rap- 
Idly  moved  acro8.s  the  surface  of 
the  earth  from  west  to  east.

Its  object  is  to  ensure  the  ex- 
penditure of  the  pension  money  to 
the  land  of  its  source. 

Some  penslonere  have  already 
gone  back  with  theh-  families,  while 

others,  prevented  by  health  and 
other  ties,  are  facing  poverty.  The 
hardships  resulting  from  the  decree 
are  being  much  commented  upon. 
It  is  held  that  the  Argentine  Re- 
public would  never  have  been  able 
to  secure  good  ,  railwaymen  and 
others  for  service  there  if  those 
volunteering  for  service  had  realised 
they  would  be  requh-ed  to  live  and 
die  to  the  Argentine.

Hotels 
which  formerly  charged  forty  c?nta 
for  luncheon  or  dinner  now  charge 
twenty-five  or  tlilrty  cents  which, 
for  three  eowMi.  must  be  held  ta 

be  cheap. 

In  cafes  conducted  by  department 
stores  prices  have  undOTgone  a  simi- 
lar reduction.  One  hotel  rilrtirtlict 
a  "buatoeu  lunch"  for  fourteen 
cents.  These,  however,  are  pluto- 
cratic feasts.  Counter  lum^lu's  at 
many  city  hotels  are  almost  given 
away;  they  v. ere  phen  away  at 
one  hotel,  but  the  cUts  have  ceased. 
At  these  hotels  It  is  possible  to  ob- 
tain, say,  steak  and  kidney  pie.  Irish 
tew,  ve«l  outlets,  or  curry  and  li'ce  . 
for  three  cents.  Sausages  or  pies  ' 
oost  one  and  one-half  c?nt  >  cer- 
tainly the  customer  is  expected  to 
buy  liquor.  But  even  if  he  .spends 
eight  cents  upon  hm  ,  eleven  c?nt.s 
cannot  be  coiksidered  a  large  total 
for  a  meal  and  a  drink.  If  he  doea 
not  desire  the  drink  there  Is  al 
least  one  restaurant  which  an-  ' 
ifbunces  complete  meals  for  nine 
cents. 

CATER  FOR  GOURMET 
There  are  other  bargatoa  to  be 
by  the  gourmet.  SevenU  new- 
Italian  restaurants  have  sprung  into 
betog  recenUy.  At  most  of  these  it 
Is  possible  to  obtain  soup,  siwgli-tti 
or  ravioli,  a  grill,  or  entree  cooked 
enticingly  in  Uie  Italian  Miiinnc:  a 
small  flask  of  cls^ret  or  chabiis  and 
black  coffee  for  forty  cenU.  Wltb 
the  most  popular  operatic  mnlodleg  ' 
and  the  conversation  of  artlatle  alM" 
near-artistic  feUow  dtoea  thrown  to* 
for  good  measure. 
These  restauranLs  have  linp.'rt-d

bution of  affections  among  them. 
It  Ls  pns.slble,  indeed,  as  some  par- 
ents have  declared,  that  the  child 
suffering  from  Jeslousy  has  had 
more  attention  than  any  other  child 
of  the  famUy.

Are  Easily  Bkied 

To  remove  tha  pits  from  cling- 
stone peachaa  Wtthout  marrhig  the 
contour  of  the  halves  is  an  easy 
operation  but  It  must  be  accom- 
plLshed  before  the  pcarh  is  peeled. 

Tlie  fruit  Is  rut  in  halve;^.  not 
lengthwi.se,  but  around,  leaving  the 
stem  end  on  one  half  and  the  point 
on  another.  Cut  entirely  through 
tha  meat  of  tha  pea^  to  the  pit 
with  a  sharp  pohited  knife,  then 
grasping  each  half  Jn  a  hand,  hold 
firmly  and  twist  the  hands  in  oppo- 
site directions.  One  lialf  will  twist 
right  ofT.  leaving  that  half  of  lh3 
pit  exposed  and  the  other  half  em- 
bedded In  tha  rematwiar  of  the 
peach. 

Now  with  tha  sharp  point  of  the 
knife  dig  down  about  the  pit.  cut- 
tmg  the  peach  half  as  little  as  pos- 
albla.  Whan  it  has  baaa  looaened 


all  around  press  tha  baek  of  the 
knife  against  the  side  of  the  pit 
and  it  will  come  out  easily  and
